McQuade to purchase the cluli from Harry X. Hempstead. He served cs manager under 
himself—be wa* vice president—up to the spring of 1932. when ill heaitti caused him 
to turn over the managership 10 Bill Terry, who by the following fall had made as 
brilliant a start as his famous predecessor by capturing the league and world titles 
with a surprising combination of baseball resourcefulness.
